PRESENTED TO JURY BY PROSE-

The State Will Endeavor to Prove That 
the Accused Woman Knows the 
Person Who Killed Her 
Husband. 


PLATTSBURG, Mo., Jan. 21.—In the case 
of Mrs. Addie B. Richardson, charged with 
the murder of her husband, Frank W. 
Richardson, a merchant - 
was secured this morn and the 
state presented its cast. The taking of 
evidence began this. afternoon; 

The trial has aroused almost as much 
interest-in Plattsburg, where the case was 
brought on a change of venue, as it did 
in Savannah. The leading families in the 
town were represented in the audience in 
the courtroom today, among them being 
several women. . : 

Besides the prisoner, Mrs. Richardson's 


three smail children, John D. Richardson 
of Chicago, western manager fcr the Na- 
tional. Biscuit Co.,-a brother of the dead 
man, and several members of both familfes 


were there. There Is a large array of at- 
torneys for both sides. 


No Fear in 

Her Face. 

Mrs. Richardson was apparently 
fected by the -reading of the indictment, 
which charged murder in the first degree. 
There was no sign of fear it her eyes, 
which calmly scrutinized the jury and 
seemed to carefully note ‘the effect each 
step of the trial had on the 22.men who 
are to pass upon her case. 

Mrs. Richardsor has changed little under 
the ordeal through which she has passed. 


As the case proceeded today, she frequet- 
ly chatted with her relatives and smiled as 


husband’s murder fell upon her home. 


Putting the Case 
Before the Jury. 

Booher in presenting the case for the 
State, told of the murder at the Richard- 
son home on the night of Dee. 2%, 1900. 
Richardson had planned to accompany her 
to a Christmas entertainment. At the laét

The shot was heard by a guest who was 


standing @t the elevator shaft on the tenth 
floor, and he was first to notify the hotel 


joffice. 


When the room was entered Hofmeister 
was dead. An ambulance was called, and 
after the arrival of Deputy Coroner Boogh- 
er the body was sent to the Wagoner un- 
dertaking rooms. 

George W. Teasdale, an intimate friends 
of the dead man, arrived at the room a 
few minutes after Poli'¢emen Donion and

Noonan had’ taken charge. He had called 
on Hofmeister and Ackley an hour eariier 
and says that he found them both in bed. 
and’ remained in the reom until they had 


dressed. Then he left them. 
“Hofmeister "was in good spirits,"’ said

contemplated suicide. There had been a bit- 
ter contest over the offices of the state 
supreme council, and he was displeased by 
his defeat, but I do not think this a suf- 
ficient reason for the suicide, though’ I can 
name no other. 


ACCOUNTS CORRECT. 

“Mr. Hofmeister had been staying at the 
Planters’ for a month past, during the ab- 
sence from the city of his wife, who is 
visiting her sister somewhere in New York 
City. So far as I know, he had no do- 
mestic troubles. 

“Tl wish to contradict a rumor which has 
already become “current relating to Mr. 
Hofmeister’s accounts. His accounts were 
investigated by the. executive committee 
and the auditing committee of the supreme

shape. 
‘It would be next to impossible for Mr. 


Hofmeister to have misused any funds, as 
he had no. direct control over the handling 
of money, but the annual investigation by 
the two committees is prescribed.ey the 
laws of the order and it showed nothing 
wrong in his department."

his revolver from him. He had been carry-

“There were four of us in the saloon,” 
said Mr. Robinson,.‘“‘and we were singing 
‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’ when Mr. Welch 
came in. He seemed to like it and said: 
‘Sing another, boys.’ We sang ‘She Sleeps 
by the Suwanee river,” Then Mr, Welch 
said very” pleaeantly: ‘I guess the drinks 
are on me.’ He bought a reund of drinks 
and then left.” 

Was Cheerful

A few minutes. before 9 Craft wa 
strapped and he marched to the scaffold 
with a bold wap. accompanied by the of- 
ficers, Father Peters and newspaper rep- 
representatives. The black cap was placed 
by Sheriff Hendergon and the loop ad- 
justed, 

Promptly at 9 o'clock Sheriff Henderson 
let the. drop fall. The superfluous cloth 
about the black cap ca — in the loop, 
and, blocking the Knot, Craft died from 
strangulation after 9» strugeling and groan- 
ing 20 minutes. At 9 was taken 
down and interment will be held at the 
prison graveyard here. About 100 persons 
witnessed the hanging.

“We hope to buy it In and are already 
collecting money for that purpose. If the 
ordinance is passed we will certainly buy 
it in—unless somebody else has sufficient 
interest in interfering with out plans to 
bid a greater amount than we are willing 
to pay for the property.” 

The bondholders say that the Exposition 
Association has a floating debt of $70,000 


and its unredeemed bonds and unpaid in- 
terest thereon represents aun additional! in- 
debtedness of $105,e0v. 

The bondholders say they are unable to 
secure their money from the Exposition 
management and have therefore decided to 
resort to a sale, which, they say, is pro- 
vided for in the conditions under which the 
bonds were issued. 


Atkinson Doubts

The principal criticism (unfavorable) of 
Kubelik’s work is that he is all technique 
—that he has no soul. No one can long 
have that idea who heard him play Piler- 
net's ‘“‘Serenade’”’ as an encore last night. 
It is perhaps because his audiences de- 
mand to witness and hear his wonderful 
mechanical playing that - he doe snot treat 
them to the simpler and more soulful 
pleces. It certainly is not because he can- 
not render them. ‘ 
When necessary, Kubelik has a tone that 
for breadth and deepness ranks with his 
purely technical performances in excellence. 
It was brought into play In Bach’s Air and 
the Gesangscene from Spohr’s concerto, 
with great effect. 

There is nothing that is cheap or iInar- 
tistic in the renditions of Kubelik. His se- 
lections are difficult, but a not flashy. 
It is genuine difficulty that he overvcoincs. 
The full measure of Kubelik’s skill was 
not drawn out at his performance at the 
Odeon last night. 

The most difficult piece ever written for 
the violin, Paganini's variations of “God 
Save the Queen,”’ was not rendered by him; 
nor has it been since his arrival in this 
country. In Budapest and other Euro- 
pean capitals he carried his audiences away 
with him wherever he played it. He will 
do the sanie in this country. 

Kubelik is now second to no violinist in 
the country. Thomson, whom I heard some 
time ago, possessed wonderful skill, but in 
my opinion Kubelik is his superior. There 
is every reason to believe that the youth 
of 19 will be the unquestioned and sole 
possessor of the laurels of Paganini before 
many years have been added to his life.

A RAILWAY WILL USE THE TELE- 
PHONE SYSTEM 


QUICKER AND SAFER PLAN. 


Work of Installing the New Way on 
the Illinois Central Will 
Cost $500,000 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—Telephones will soon 
supplant the telegraph on the entire LIili- 
nois Central railroad system. Contracts 


have been let for the equipment of the 
railroad’s 5000 miles of lines with the new 
service. 

The management plans to abandon the tel- 

egrap phic meang of communication in favor 
of the volce-carrying wires. All train orders 
and messages of every sort are to be trans- 
mitted with the long-distance telephone in- 
stead of the telegra: key. 

The Llinols Centra railroad owns and o 
erates more than 6000 miles of road. o 
equip this with the telephone will cost 
aoeet $100 a mile, or $600,000 for the entire 
ta 


A number of American railway companies 
have been experimenting with telephones 
in tranemitting train orders and for other 
purposes, but all have hesitated to substi- 
tute them for the telegraphic system. 

Officers of the lines that” ave tested the 
eee claim that the lack of written 
records formed an obstacle to the change, 
but it is believed by the Illinois Central of- 
ficers that the telephone offers a more re- 
Mable and expeditious method of handling 
trains and affords surer and better means 
of vasthention of messages than does the 
old system. 

The work of transforming the Illinols 
Central system into a telephone line will 
require some time and the telegraph will 
remain in use until the new line has been 
installed. The phones will be used, how- 
ever, as fast as they are put in as auxiliary 
to the telegraph. 

The poles and wires now used for the 
temeran> will be used for the new system. 

llinois Central's project is regarded 
as one of the most radical steps in the op- 
eration of railroads that have been taken 
since steam transportation lines began. By 
the telephone system all orders and mes- 
sages will be a rect. Officials of the com- 
pany desiring to communicate with officers 
and ents of the line in other cities will 
do go directly over the wire and in this way 
will get their angwers immediately instead 
of waiting for telegrams.

Having River Beat He Practiced 


Marksmehéhip on Targets on 
Driftwood and Sand. 


Peter Wells, patrolman of the Second 
district, is the champion revolver shot of 
the St. Louis police force. 

This officer has made the best score, in 
competition, of all the 1200 policemen on 
the force. 

And this In spite of the fact that for 
eight years his beat has been No. 13. 

Wells won the championship with the 


4 


regulation Colt’s army revolver, 38-caliber, 
6-inch barrel. 

Many of his ¢ompetitors used fancy wea- 
pons. Some tried to win with improved 
target reyelvers. Some used the 44-caliber 
gun, thé bullet of which spreads more 
than the 88 when it strikes and gives a 
greater area of hitting space, thereby mak- 
ing a better shot according to the mark- 


ing. 

Patrolman Wells became the champion 
marksman of the force by shooting at. 
crows and turtles. His beat is 
the ‘‘station” beat, and he has patrolled 


it during eight of the ten years he has 
been a policeman. 

It includes aiso the Mississippi river 
shore fcr a distance, and this gave Wells 
this opportunity. 

“Up to five years ago, 
“I never fired a pistol more than 
‘times in my life. 

“I got to shooting at crows fiying over 
the river and at turtles sunning them- 
selves on pieces of driftwood. There was 
no danger of hitting anybody when I fired 
out over the river. Therein I had an ad- 
vantage over other officers, who were han- 
dicapped in their practice by the danger 
of shooting persons. 

“I just helped myself to practice. When 
I saw a fiock of crows or a lone biacky 
flying along, I turned loose. Sometimes i 
brought down the bird, sometimes I didn’t. 
When I saw a mud turtle floating down 
stream on a log I let him have it. Usually, 
if I missed, | was able to gee the spot on 
the log which my bullet hit. Then tried 
again, and my failure helped me to judge 
just how to take aim the next time I! 
kept up this sort of practice till I found 
I could shoot fairly straight.’’ 

Later he rigged up targets and fired to- 
ward the river. 

Wells is 38 years old and was born in 
Ste. Genevieve, Mo. At the age of 14 he 
ran away from his home, He wandered 
about the country, always working and 
never iecngeongs his way. When he was 
24 he came to St. Louls and went on the 
police force. 

Wells is five feet 10% inches tall, weighs 
180 pounds and stands squarely on his feet. 

e has no fancy shooting position. He 
simply raises the revolver till the muzzle 
is above the object to be aimed at, lowers 
until the tip of the sight points at the 
lower rim of the bull's-eye, ham he fires. 

When Wells began shooting in the nolice- 
men’s contest he made good recurds, but 
not extraordinarily good. Others surpassed 
him the first few days. But Wells was 
able to shoot at a good average. When the 
tournament was Over the scores were ag- 
gregated and it was found the turtle-target 
officer scored highest of all.

{} COMMENT 
} BY J. E. WRAY. 


If the wranging magnates of the National 
League have any idea of settling their dis- 
pute the way is open to them in the sug- 
gestion of Mr. John B. Day of New York. 

Mr. Day has proposed a committee of 
three to govern the League for the coming 
season, one member from each faction to 
act with the Gothamite. Mr. Day cannot 
be considered other than neutral in the 
present crisis, and on the face of it the 
plan seems the logical way out of the 
difficulty. It is at least a modus vivendi 
which should enable the League to worry 
through the season. 

The plan strongly suggests a receiver- 
ship, but then the National is very nearly in 
the place where it needs one. Certainly its 
affairs would prosper more—they could not 
be worse. 

Mr. Day’s idea ts not very different from 
the “board of control” plan that caused all 
the trouble. It, however, does not con- 
committee of three 
a board of domination, and the trio would 
probably be granted only such authority as 
was absolutely necessary. 

At least four of the clubs of the National 
League would probably agree to abide such 
& settlement o fthe trouble. The clubs 
which would consent, however, appear to be 
wanting one for a majority, and a dead- 
look along this line might result also. 

There is no real reason why the clubs 
should not agree to Day’s plan. Granted 
it may be faulty, it is still an excuse for 
coming together, and, after all, that is real- 
ly what is wanted. The League can worry 
along with any old plan of management for 
a season at least. The point is to-get the 
magnates in the same wagon. 

There is little doubt but that if the dig- 
nity of each magnate can be spared the 
humiliation of appearing to concede that he 
is wrong they would work together as de- 
sired. Day offcrs the means—it is up to 
the magnates. 

It has been up to them so often that one 
is tempted to wonder whether it is insanity 
or inanity which has taken hold of the 
League. 


THE JUMPING QUESTION. 

The festive ballplayers’ association is fix- 
ing its face for a good hard rap. It is 
stirring its foot around in trouble and is 
likely to fall in up to its neck, if ft Is not 
mindful. 

Mr. Dale Gear, secretary of the balliplay- 
ers’ association, has come out witha sonor- 
ous roar against the minor league associa- 
tion for the action of that body in im- 
posing fines upon players who ‘“‘jump’”’ the 
reserve clause of their contracts, Mr. 
Dale’s idea is that a clause of a confract 
is a small matter and should not be both- 
ered about, but the instrument Itself should 
be hoiy. 

It is all right to make a contract to play 
ball for one year, in other words, and the 
writing is all right which binds the agree- 
ment; but when the engagement extends 
to possibilities for the second year, it is 
all right for the player to do as he wilis. ‘ 

The ballplayers had better let well 
enough alone. There is every chance in the 
world for them during the coming year to 
make money if they are worth it. The 
opportunity will surely not last long and 
the best thing to be done under the cir- 
cumstances is to remain quiet and hustle 
for the almighty dollar, 

The trouble will come all right without 
hunting it. The ballplayers who hunt 
around with a chip on their shoulders 
where owners and league magnates flour- 
igh, is liable to encounter aggressive acticn. 

Mr. Dale Gear may not have an idea of 
the power of the minor league association. 
Perhaps no one else has as yet. But when 
a ballplayer touches one magnate in the 
pocketbook, he may be sure that the broth- 
ers of the man he has tapped will frown 
on the action for fear of allowing a pre- 
cedent to be established. 


SPALDING-JOHNSON. 

Mr. Spalding, having opened his mouth 
again, has, as usual, promptly put his foot 
in it, to the end that his friend, Ban B. 
Johnson is now highly incensed and may 
not lft his tmperial hand to save the Na- 
tional wreck. 

According: to an interview with Johnson, 
Spalding'’s statement of the outcome of the 
conference held Saturday at Chicago is not 
to the taste of the American League pres- 
ident. 

Spalding announced that Johnson had 
promised not to invade any National 
League territory, filch any more National 
League players or break sro the National 
League circuit. He added that Johnson 
would have no dealings with any of the 
disaffected clubs of the league. 

Johnson says Mr. Spalding has a wrong 
impression of things. In fact, the only 
point on which the magnates agree is that 
recommending a National unanimity on 
rules. 

Mr. Spalding is not a success as regards 
his late entry into the baseball field. After 
knocking the props from under the league, 
and weakening its defense, he opens his of- 
ficial head and makes an opponent of one 
who was before disposed to cry peace and 
give the National time to recover. 

Undoubtedly, most of Spalding’s troubles 
have come from his desire to acquit him- 
self of the charge of ‘“‘gum-shoe” prac- 
tices. The gentleman from Chicago, labor-

Her 
sister, Miss Josephine Z. Hardy, lives in 
Brooklyn. Bugene Hardy, an only son, died 
many years ago in Bloomingdale Asylum. 
It is his daughter who has come forward 
to claim a share in the estate.
